DUTY  OP  OFFICERS. 

1.  Whenever  the  House  shail^  assemble,  if  the  Speaker 
Shonld  be  absent, the  Chief  GJoik )ihall  call  the  House  to  or- 
der, and  proceed  to  call  the  Roll^  and  la  his  absence,  any 
member  may  call  to  order,  and  i<Ja  qiiornm  is  present,  riiay 

prcccpd  to  elorr  a  SrH'^l<<'r  rro  tmn;   if  a  qnorum  is  not  pres- 

2.  The  Speaker  shaU  preserv*;iWder  and  decorum;  spe^^k 
on  points  of  order,  in  preference  (pother  members, and  shall 
decide  qfteslions  of  order,  s»ill^«t  to  an  appeay  from  the 
House,  bnt  not  speak  in  debate/iordfescant  upon  miscella- 
neotis  subjects.  '  .:!:'.'  '■         > 

3.  AH  questions  shall 'be  ptrt  iDff  Ihe  Speaker,  and  decided

OF  COMMITTEES. 

6.  No  committee  sliall'sit,  during  the  sitting  of  the  House, 
without  special  leave  of  the  House. 

OF  MEMBERS. 

7.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  be  absent  without 
leave  of  the  House,  unless  detained  by  sickness,  or  other 
unavoidable  necessity. 

8.  Fourlceri  members,  including  the  Speaker,  shall  con- 
.stitule  a  quorum;  and  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  leave 
the  House,  during  the  session  of  the  day,  without  leave  of 
absence  by  the  Speaker. 

ORDER  OF  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  DAY. 

9.  After  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  is  read,  the  fol- 
lowing order  shall  govern: — 

1st.  Petitions,  or  remonstrances  to  be  offered. 

2nd.  Resolutions,  and  notices  to  bring  ui  bills. 

?rd.  Reports  of  committees. 

4lli.  Bills  to  be  introduced,  of  which  notice  has  been 
given. 

5th,  Messages,  and  communications  on  the  table. 

6th.  Bills  and  resolutions  ready  for  a  second  reading. 

7th.   Pill"  fTU  l^nir  piinMtS"i  -  -►      -• 

8th.  Reports,  in  possesion  of  the  House,  which  offer 
grounds  for  a  bill,  are  to^e  taken  up,  that  the  bill  may  be 
ordered  in. 

9lh.  Bills,  or  other  matter  before  the  House,  and  unfin- 
ished the  pruccduig  day. 

10.  No  business  shall  be  taken  up,  out  of  the  above  order, 
without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

OF  DECORUM  AND  DEBATE. 

11.  When  a  member  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall 
cease  speaking, and  every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by 
theSpeaker  witViout  debate, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 

12.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the 
.same  question, to  the  exclusion  of  others  without  leave  of  the 
House. 

13.  Before  any  resoluWw!,  any  petition,  or  other  paper, 
addressed  to  the  House,  shall  be  received,  and  read,  wheth- 
er the  same  be  introduced  by  the  Speaker,  or  member,  the 
title  shall  be  fairly  endorsed  thereon,  and  a  brief  statement

of  its  objects,  or  corfents,  shall  be' made  by  its  introduced. 

14.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  before  it  is 
passed;  the  Speaker  shall  give  notice  at  each  reading, wheth- 
er it  be  the  first,  second,  or  (bird;  provided,  however,  the 
House  may  order  it  read  by  its  title,  alter  its  first  reading. 

15.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by 
the  Clerk,  it  .shall  be  deemed  to  be  m  the  possession  of  the 
House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  by  leave  of  the  House. 

16.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn;  to  lie  on  the  table;  for  the  previous 
question;  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain;  to  commit  or  amend; 
to  postpone  indefinitely;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.  A  mo- 
tion to  strike  out  the  enacting  words  of  a  bill  shall  have 
precedence  of  a  motion  to  amend,  and  if  carried,  shall  be 
considered  equivalent  to  its  rejection. 

17.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  excep- 
ting when  a  member  is  speaking,  or  the  House  voting. 

18.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the 
same  is  objected  to  by  a  member,  the  question  shall  be  de- 
termined by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

19.  All  questions  shall  be  propounded  in-  the  order  in 
nfhicli  they  were  moved,;  xcept  that  of  filling  blanks.the  lar- 
gest sum,  and  the  longest  time  shalhbe  put  first. 

20.  When  any  matter  is  referred  to  a  standing  committee 
motion  of  any  member,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  thechair- 

,aan  of  such  committee  to  notify  such  member  of  their 
time,  and  place  of  silting  upon  such  matter  so  referred;  and 
said  member  shall  be  permitted  to  confer  with  such  com- 
mittee, during  their  consideration  of  such  matter;  and  all 
.standing  committees  shall  have  power  to  send  forevidence, 
or  papers  relative  to  matters  referred. 

21.  The  first  sentence  of  the  first  section  of  every  bill 
shall  be  as  foUow^s,  to  wit:  "Be  it  ordained  by  the  Council, 
and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Uiah."
